Alberta is injecting almost $17 million into 
its health system to open more operating 
rooms and reduce wait times for high-pri¬ 
ority surgeries. 

“Adding more surgeries is another meas¬ 
ure to provide Albertans with better access 
to the health system,” Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky said yesterday. 

The move comes only days after Alberta 
Health Services leaders promised to deal 
more aggressively with emergency room 
and surgery backlogs that have created a 
political headache for the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The new money will open some moth¬ 
balled hospital operating rooms and fund 
more surgeries in Edmonton, Calgary, Red 
Deer, Lethbridge, Fort McMurray, Grande 
Prairie and Medicine Hat. 

Dr. John Kortbeelc, who helps manage 
surgeries for Alberta Health Services, said 
the funding will help reduce wait times for 
some operations. 

“This is great news for our patients. We 
have been asking for more capacity to ad¬ 
dress priority wait times and to improve ac- 


For surgery’s sake 


Earlier this year the government funded a 
series of extra efforts to help deal with a 
backlog of surgeries, MRI and CT scans.

Officials said there are enough surgeons 
to perform the extra operations. But it was 
not immediately clear if there are enough 
nurses and other medical support staff to 
do the extra work.

LRT consultation 
lacking, hearing told 

O 70 show to discuss LRT lines O Committee may make decision tomorrow on concept plans 


Lack of public consultation 
was at issue during an all¬ 
day public hearing held 
yesterday regarding the 
west, southeast and down¬ 
town LRT projects. 

Concept plans for the 
southeast and west lines 
are slated for approval 
from the transportation 
and public works commit¬ 
tee. 

“There seems to be a 
wide disconnect between 
the city and the people 
that are going to be affect¬ 
ed,” said Roger Silcox, 
speaking in opposition to 
the west line. 


Funding 

► It will cost $3.2 billion to 
build the LRT expansions 
by 2016, including the 
NAIT link, one-third of 
which the city is willing to 
pay through an $ 8 oo-mil- 
lion debt. It is seeking 
provincial and federal 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
the concept plans are sim¬ 
ply picking corridors, and 
changes will be realized 
and made along the way. 

“I also think there’s a

► Fast-track funding options 
will be brought forward to 
council tomorrow. The op¬ 
tions to pay off the debt 
include a 0.5 per cent tax 
increase for seven years, a 
25-cent fare surcharge or 
money from provincial fuel 
taxes.

There was also concern 
from the Chinese commu¬ 
nity about the “feng shui" 
of their area, as an above¬ 
ground connector route on 
102 Avenue would run un¬ 
derneath the Chinatown 
gate. 

“It’s going to have a neg¬ 
ative impact on the energy 
in the surrounding area,” 
said Stephan Chan of the 
Canada Society of Yi Jing. 

Those opposed to the 
west line, from Lewis Es¬ 


tates to the University of 
Alberta, were incredibly 
worried about the busi¬ 
nesses along Stony Plain 
Road. 

Robert Noce, represent¬ 
ing one concerned busi¬ 
nessman, said the way his 
client learned about possi¬ 
ble expropriation is unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“There is a public good 
for the LRT," he said. “The 
problem is when you do 
your reports, there is no 
human element or under¬ 
standing that people’s lives 
will be impacted."

City pool fighting to stay afloat 


The plan to redevelop the 
land where the City Cen¬ 
tre Airport currently sits 
will still generate big dol¬ 
lars despite a quarterly re¬ 
port released by the city 
yesterday that shows a 
significant drop in net 
sales revenue. 

The report showed a 
revenue of $70 million as 
well as an annual tax rev¬ 
enue of $20 million — if 
the city were to sell the 
land to a developer rather 
than act as the developer 
itself. 

But that isn’t an option 
being considered. 

Initial numbers from 
the city estimate the rev¬ 
enue to be between $91 
million and $486 million 
with the city acting as the 
developer — numbers it 
says are still accurate. 

The plan for the 217- 
hectare site includes both 
residential and commer¬ 
cial, and there is current¬ 
ly an international design 
competition underway. 

“We want people to be 
able to live here, to work 
here and to play here," 
said Phil Sandes, execu¬ 
tive director of City Cen¬ 
tre Redevelopment. 

The idea for the area fo¬ 
cuses on walkability, sus¬ 



tainable development, 
and minimizing the use 
of cars — as well as on 
biking and transit. 

There are currently five 
firms competing in the 
competition to redevelop 
the land. Their proposals 
are due Jan. 21, and a se¬ 
lection committee will 
make a recommendation 
to council by the end of 
March. 

The master plan 
process to follow will take 
approximately 15 

months, said Sands, and 
will include significant 
public involvement. 

Some of the public still 
isn’t in favour of redevel¬ 
oping the land, especially 
those involved with Envi¬ 


sion Edmonton, who are 
still trying to get their pe¬ 
tition considered after it 
was deemed invalid in 
September. 

Chairman Charles Al¬ 
lard said the land should 
still be used for institu¬ 
tional purposes. 

He suggested develop¬ 
ing land between 96 
Street and 124 Street, as 
well as an area in Gries- 
bach, as opposed to the 
City Centre Airport. 

Sandes said the idea be¬ 
hind the redevelopment 
is to create urban develop¬ 
ment as opposed to subur¬ 
ban. 

The increase in residen¬ 
tial density from 24,000 
initially to 30,000 might 
also be met with some op¬ 
position. 

“I have heard lots of cit¬ 
izens say they don’t want 
30,000, which would af¬ 
fect their (property) val¬ 
ue,” said Coun. Kim 
Krushell. “It would bring 
it down.” 

Krushell also criticized 
city administration for 
bringing forth a report 
with inaccurate informa¬ 
tion while a public hear¬ 
ing was ongoing in 
council chambers.

Scona pool will continue to 
keep its head above water, 
but its future might need a 
life preserver. 

City council approved 
$300,000 of annual ongoing 
funding this week, but 
more money is needed for 
upgrades — up to $5 mil¬ 
lion over the next three 
years. 

But the ongoing opera¬ 
tional funding is a start, 
said the pool’s manager. 

“(It’s) great news,” said 
Kiara Wagar, operations 
manager. “But we don’t see 
a lot of that money. It cov¬ 
ers basically the mainte¬ 
nance, upkeep and cost, as 


well as it covers utilities 
and power bills.” 

In fact, Coun. Jane Batty 
called the 2011 funding a 
band-aid solution. “There is 
a large deficit in the capital 
budget which the Scona 
pool requires in the next 
year or two,” she said. 

The pool nearly closed 
last year, but council 
stepped up to operate it 
through 2010 and hired 
River City Recreation on as 
new management. 

Batty said the new Ter- 
williger facility in January 
shouldn’t have an impact 
because of the amount of 
people that have been us-

After shaving pennies off 
waste and drainage in¬ 
creases, council approved 
an eight per cent increase 
in water utility rates this 
week. 

The cause was a deci¬ 
sion to transfer the Gold- 


bar waste water treat¬ 
ment plant to EPCOR a 
couple of years ago; divi¬ 
dends were not paid in 
full, creating a $4 million 
deficit, according to the 
city. 

Coun. Jane Batty said 


that during discussions 
with EPCOR on Tuesday, it 
was decided they would 
increase payment from 
$135.8 million this year to 
$138 million in 2011. 

Meanwhile, a $500,000 
cut to sewer services was 


resolved so services would 
not be affected. 

“The money will come 
from the design and con¬ 
struction (department) of 
drainage,” said Coun. Ben 
Henderson.

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Jail fire kills 81: 
Did police keep 
firefighters out? 

O Brawl among inmates sparks disaster in Chile 


A fire started during an 
inmate brawl swept 
through an overcrowded 
prison in Santiago, Chile, 
yesterday, killing at least 
81 people and seriously 
injuring 14. 

A prisoner using a con¬ 
traband cellphone called 
state television pleading 
for help — and the 
screams of inmates briefly 
aired across Chile. 

Some relatives of in¬ 
mates at Santiago’s San 
Miguel prison told state TV 
that jail police initially 
closed the gates to fire¬ 
fighters, impeding efforts 
to control the blaze. 

“They wouldn’t let the 
firefighters come in. The 
riot police came in first 
and began to beat us, and 
later the firefighters came

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Judge cites role

o Nova Scotia man ‘did not die because he was mentally 
ill,’ inquiry head says © Restraint technique to blame? 


The head of an inquiiy in¬ 
to the jail cell death of a 
mentally ill Nova Scotia 
man has rejected a med¬ 
ical examiner’s conclusion 
that he died of excited 
delirium. 

Howard Hyde’s death 
was caused by a struggle 
with jail guards, the 
judge’s report said yester¬ 
day. The report noted the 
guards’ restraint tech¬ 
nique played a role in 
Hyde’s accidental death in 
2007. 

Provincial court judge 
Anne Derrick said Hyde, a 
45-year-old musician diag¬ 
nosed with schizophrenia 
in his 20s, was in the midst 
of a psychotic episode 
when he was forced to lie 
on his stomach with his 
hands behind his back. 

And that position may 
have interfered with his 
ability to breathe.

“The only useful ap¬ 
proach is to understand 
that Mr. Hyde died because 
of physiological changes in 
his body brought on by an 
intense struggle involving 
restraint,” Derrick wrote. 

“He did not die because 


he was mentally ill.” 

Hyde’s story attracted 
national attention because 
he had been Tasered up to 
five times by Halifax police 
about 30 hours before he 
died. 

But Derrick’s 460-page 
report clearly says the re¬ 
peated Tasering did not 
cause Hyde’s death. 

Kevin MacDonald, a 
lawyer representing 

Hyde’s sister, Joanna, had 
argued that the cause of 
death was the restraint 
method, which left the 
overweight man face 
down, his left ankle locked 
behind his right knee. 

Stephen Ayer, executive 
director of Schizophrenia 
Society of Nova Scotia, said 
his group supports Der¬ 
rick’s call for an increase 
in funding for mental 
health services.

Rena Maclcert sat in tears in 
the front row of a Vancou¬ 
ver courtroom yesterday, as 
she watched a video of her¬ 
self recounting a childhood 
marked by sexual and phys¬ 
ical abuse, which she said is 
the direct result of the 
polygamous life she was 
bom into. 

Maclcert was the first of 
14 women and children 
who once lived in polyga¬ 
mous communities to offer 
videotaped testimony at a 
British Columbia court case 
examining Canada’s 

polygamy law. 

Maclcert was bom in 
1953 in an area that later 
became known as Colorado 
City, Ariz. Her mother was a 
third wife; her father later 


married a fourth, and the 
family eventually grew to 
include 31 children. 

Sitting in her home in 
Anacortes, Wash., the 56- 
year-old told a B.C. govern¬ 
ment lawyer sitting behind 
the camera about being sex¬ 
ually abused at age three. 

“My father molested me 
for the first time that I 
know of,” Maclcert said. 

“It was forced oral sex. I 
cried and begged and plead¬ 
ed. He slapped me and 


pulled my hair. He slapped 
me and spanked me and 
told me what a bad girl I 
was, that if I told anone 
what a bad girl I was, he 
would have to spank me 
very severely.” 

The abuse continued for 
more than a decade, said 
Maclcert, and all the while 
she was convinced it was 
her fault after years of be¬ 
ing “indoctrinated” that 
women must submit to 
men. the Canadian press

West Jet confirms deal with BA 


An interline deal between 
Westjet Airlines Ltd.’s and 
British Airways brings the 
Calgary-based budget car¬ 
rier one step closer to¬ 
ward becoming a bona 
fide international player, 
an industry analyst said 
yesterday. 

The agreement will al¬ 
low the airlines to work 
together on baggage han¬ 
dling and other tasks, 
making it easier for trav¬ 
ellers to transfer from one 
carrier to the other. Inter¬ 
line pacts often pave the 
way for code-share deals, 
which enable airlines to 


sell seats on one another’s 
planes using the same 
two-digit code. Westjet 
spokesman Robert Palmer 
confirmed an interline 
agreement has been 
signed with British Air¬ 
ways, but that the sale of 
seats won’t begin until 
early next year. 

Westjet’s fleet of Boe¬

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement has called for a 
probe of Statistics Canada 
procedures after a report 
that paying clients got up 
to a 59-second head start 
on market-moving data. 

“If the report is true, it 
would be a disturbing situ¬ 
ation,” Clement told 
reporters Tuesday. “I 
directed officials immedi¬ 
ately to look into the situa¬ 
tion, to give me the facts.” 

Earlier Bloomberg, one 
of the agency’s 10 paying 
clients, reported Statistics 
Canada had stopped the 
practice on Nov. 25 after 
the news service informed 
the federal agency that it 
could access data in 
advance of the official 
release 

A StatsCan spokesman 
blamed the problem on a 
programming glitch and 
said a preliminary inquiry 
has determined three of its 
secondary distributors had 
the ability to access the da¬ 
ta in advance. “There was 
the possibility that a 
secondary distributor could 
get the data as much as 59 
seconds before release 
time,” said Claude 
Graziadei, Statistics Cana¬ 
da’s director of communi¬ 
cation. “As soon as we 
discovered that, we had the 
programming on the 
systems changed... and es¬ 
sentially we’ve plugged the 
hole.” 

Besides Bloomberg, pay¬ 
ing distributors are the 
Conference Board of Cana¬ 
da, EcoWin AB, Emerging 
Markets Economic Data 
Ltd., FactSet Research Sys¬ 
tems Inc., IHS Global 
Insight (Canada), Haver An¬ 
alytics, Moody’s 
Economy.Com, Nomura Re¬ 
search Institute Ltd. and 
Thomson Financial Invest¬ 
ment Management Group. 

Graziadei said officials 
are going through their 
records to determine when 
the three distributors actu¬ 
ally downloaded the data.

our corporate buddies get their 
gas line. 

I wish we were that smart, 
truly. I also wish we had that lev¬ 
el of super villainy. It would be a 
lot of fun, tenting 
our fingers and 
such. But I’m afraid 
the only thing that 
makes that even re¬ 
motely like real 
journalism 
management is 
how inefficient it

Some people 

like to imagine the media as a 
shadowy collective that works in 
lockstep to undermine whatever 
beliefs they hold. It’s not unusu¬ 
al to show up at an event with a 
notepad and have someone 
growl, “Are you the media?!” 

Well, me 
and Peter Mansbridge. We just 


lunched. I’d love to talk, but 
there’s a ribbon cutting in Regi¬ 
na, then I have an Ottawa meet¬ 
ing with the prime minister 
about what to make up this 
week.” 

I’ve been think¬ 
ing about conspir¬ 
acy theories 
because of the 
never-ending Wik¬ 
iLeaks stoiy, 
which has taken 
secret U.S. 
documents, put 
them on the Inter¬ 
net, and resulted in a worldwide 
surge of Faceboolc status updates 
about “taking a WilciLealc.” And 
that’s been the most interesting 
thing about it. 

WikiLeaks underlines the big 
flaw of most conspiracy theories: 
A conspiracy requires people to 
keep their mouth shut. And peo¬ 


ple don’t. WikiLeaks hasn’t 
revealed anything we didn’t 
already know. It’s been a bit like 
reading your daughter’s diary 
and finding out she likes boys 
and “hates hates hates” you. 
Well, duh. 

The lesson? There are no 
secrets. Everything is already out 
there, and the things that aren’t 
get found out soon enough. 

Frankly, if a journalist faces 
pressure from corporations or 
government about a stoiy that 
could change lives, he will push 
past the oppression for one sim¬ 
ple reason: He could win an 
award. 

We are evil. Just not for the 
reasons you think.

Want to scam someone on 
a smartphone or tablet 
computer? There’s proba¬ 
bly going to be an app for 
that. 

The exploding popular¬ 
ity of mobile devices and 
their many software appli¬ 
cations is already being 
exploited by those out to 
steal personal 
information. 

“We think 2011 is the 
year of the threat to the 
mobile device, particular¬ 
ly the mobile app,” said 
Dave DeWalt, chief execu¬ 
tive of McAfee Inc. securi¬ 
ty software. 

There are about 20 new 
computer tablets coming 
out, “tons” of new smart 
devices and literally hun¬ 


dreds of thousands of ap¬ 
plications being 
developed for them, 
DeWalt said. 

“There’s an ecosystem 
of application developers 
who are building applica¬ 
tions with the sole 
purpose of downloading 
to a mobile environment, 
making it very viral and 
then actually stealing 
from you,” he said. 


Next year, it’s expected 
there will be more 
consumer warnings and 
research into these kinds 
of threats, DeWalt said. 

Games are particularly 
vulnerable to malware be¬ 
cause they are the most 
shared, social-network ori¬ 
ented and players enter 
personal information on 
their sites.

Preparing for visitors 



When Laura Barnett’s 
daughter comes to visit, 
the Chicago mother has to 
improvise a guest room. 

Barnett sets her daugh¬ 
ter up in a corner of the liv¬ 
ing room and clears out 
space in the hall closet for 
her clothes and suitcase. 

Providing space for a 
house guest’s things is as 
important as providing a 
place to sleep, because it 
will help you maintain or¬ 
der in the home, said Bar¬ 
nett, an interior designer. 
You have to strike a balance 
between “making the guest 
feel welcome and not mak¬ 
ing you feel like your 
home’s been taken over,” 
she said. 

That’s especially true 
during holiday visits, when 
there tends to be extra clut¬ 
ter and activity, said Randi 
Destefano of Authentic Liv¬ 


ing Interiors in Atlanta. Be¬ 
fore guests arrive, think 
about where they will store 
their luggage, and how 
much space they may need 
for clothes and personal 
items. 

If possible, empty a 
drawer or a shelf in the 
bathroom for guests to use 
during their stay, she said. 
Otherwise, provide a bas¬ 
ket or plastic container in 
which guests can store toi¬ 


letries and things they 
need to access throughout 
the day. 

If your home is small or 
there’s not much extra 
storage, Destefano recom¬ 
mends buying an ottoman 
with a storage compart¬ 
ment. 

“It’s a great place to 
store the bedding and pil¬ 
lows,” she said. “They’re 
available at all different 
price points.” 


Tiy to locate your guest 
in a spot that allows some 
privacy, Destefano said. She 
suggests placing air mat¬ 
tresses or sleeping bags in 
nooks or low-traffic areas 
of the house. 

It’s acceptable to ask 
guests to put away their 
bedding or close up a sleep¬ 
er couch each morning, 
particularly if they are 
sleeping in a home office or 
other room that family 
members need to use, Bar¬ 
nett said. 

“Make a rule that they 
make their bed or move 
stuff off the furniture,” she 
said. 

If an adult is going to 
sleep in a child’s room, try 
to clear out toys and clut¬ 
ter, said Hoyt Dottry, presi¬ 
dent of the South Carolina 
Bed and Breakfast Associa¬ 
tion.

O For a standout dish, try this — your guests will be speechless 



Preparation: 

1 Spread the turkey, skin 
down, on a flat surface, 
exposing as much meat 
as possible. Sprinkle the 
meat generously and 
evenly with a total of 
about 3 tablespoons of 
the smoked paprika, 
patting the seasoning in 
with your hands. (Be 
sure to turn the leg, 
thigh and wing meat to 
the outside so you can 
season it too.) Season 
with salt and pepper. 


2 Stuff some stuffing in 
the leg, thigh and wing 
cavities until full but not 
tightly packed. (If too 
tightly packed, it may 
cause the leg and wing 
to burst open during 
cooking.) 

Spread an even layer of 
stuffing over the 
remaining exposed 
meat, about 1/2 to 3/4 
inches thick. You should 
use a total of about 
4 cups of stuffing. 

3 For the duck, remove 
some of the fat and 
keep aside. Place the 
duck, skin down, on top 
of stuffing, arranging 
the duck evenly over the 
stuffing. Season the ex¬ 
posed duck meat gener¬ 
ously and evenly with 
smoked paprika, using 
about 1 tablespoon, and 
pressing it in with your 
hands. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

Then spread about 
1 cup of the stuffing 
evenly over the exposed 
duck meat, making the 


layer slightly less thick, 
about 1/2 inch thick. 
Repeat with the chicken 
and the remaining stuff¬ 
ing. Place an Italian truf¬ 
fle in the centre 
(optional). 

With the assistance of 
your helper, carefully lift 
the open Turducken into 
an ungreased 15x11 
baking pan that is at 
least 2-1/2 inches deep. 
(Note: this pan size is 
ideal because the 
Turducken fits snugly in 
the pan and stays in the 
proper shape while 
cooking.) 

5 Enlist someone's help 
to close Turducken. 

Fold the sides of the 
turkey together to close 
the bird. Have your 
helper hold the turkey 
closed while you sew up 
all the openings, 
making the stitches 
about 1 inch apart. 
When you finish sewing 
up the Turducken on the 
first side, turn it over in 


the pan to sew closed 
any openings in the 
other side. Then tie the 
legs together, just above 
the tip bones. 

Leave the Turducken to 
cook, breast side up, in 
the pan, tucking in the 
turkey wings. 

6 Place the Turducken pan 
in a slightly larger pan 
with sides at least 
2-1/2" deep, so that the 
larger pan will catch the 
overflow of drippings 
during cooking. Season 
the exposed side of the 
Turducken with the 
remaining smoked 
paprika, patting it in 
with your hands. Brush 
with melted butter. 

7 Bake the Turducken at 
325F (170C), about 
4 hours, until done, or 
until a meat thermome¬ 
ter inserted through to 
the centre reads 165 °F. 
When done, remove the 
turducken from the 
oven and let rest for 
about 15 minutes.

Sometimes a new twist on 
an old idea is all it takes 
and a beautiful handmade 
gift is born. 

If you're inclined toward 
making your own gifts this 
holiday season, look in on 
the following five ideas, 
which stand out for their 
simplicity and freshness 

Silhouette on canvas 

Haile McCollum of 
Thomasville, Ga., is her 
family's de facto genealo¬ 
gist, the keeper of heir¬ 
looms and ancestral 
silhouette portraits. She al¬ 
so has a background in 
graphic design, and has 
reinvented the silhouette 
with her own two sons - 
and the family dog, Amos - 
as subjects. Her idea is fea¬ 
tured in Crafting a Mean¬ 
ingful Home (STC 
Craft/Melanie Faliclc Books, 
2010 ). 

McCollum simplified 
and updated the silhouette 
using modern technology; 
silhouettes are decoupaged 
onto painted canvas rather 
than secreted behind 
frames. 

To make the silhouette, 
paint a small oval- 
stretched canvas with 
acrylic paint and let dry. 
With a digital camera, take 
a profile photo - only a 
head shot - of the subject. 
Upload the photo to a com¬ 
puter and resize. Print the 
photo and carefully cut it 
out, getting as many de¬ 
tails as possible. Secure 
this pattern onto a sheet of 
heavyweight paper and cut 
it to match. Adhere profile 
to canvas using decoupage 
glue; let it dry. Paint anoth¬ 
er thin layer of decoupage 
glue over the entire canvas. 

McCollum recommends 
experimenting with paper 
and colour, perhaps put¬ 
ting a hot-pink silhouette 
onto a bright orange back¬ 
ground, or putting brown 


on blue. Paper with a tight 
pattern may look good, 
too. Card stock works best 
for the silhouette, says Mc¬ 
Collum, who owns a per¬ 
sonalized stationery and 
gift company called 
Fontaine Mauiy. 

The silhouettes needn't 
even be paper. For exam¬ 
ple, they can be cut out of 
fabric and sewn or glued 
onto pillow cases. “In our 
bedroom, we have our two 
sons on our two pillows on 
our bed. It's really cute,” 
says McCollum. 

Personalized pillow 

Kim Johnson of Estero, 
Fla., is an illustrator and 
amateur photographer 
whose artistic canvas is the 
pillow. She sews her own 
out of a felt fabric made 
from recycled plastic bot¬ 
tles, and embellishes the 
pillows with the same soft 
felt. 

The self-taught sewer 
says that working with felt 
is especially easy because 
the material doesn't fray. 
The felt at fabric stores will 
work, but Johnson uses 
higher-end wool felt and 
bamboo felt that she buys 
from the online dealer Fel- 
torama. 

In a hurry? Buy a good- 
looking pillow and embel¬ 
lish it with felt using fabric 
glue. Need inspiration? 
Check out Johnson's ideas 
at her Etsy online shop, 
photographilc. 

Paper photo pendant 

If you've ever made your 
own cardboard photo 
frames, this idea is that in 
miniature, on a ribbon. 

Aubrey Avila of Marion, 
N.C., was trying to create a 
locket for her children's 
photos when she hit on 
this simple idea, tutorials 
for which she sells at her 
Etsy shop, Decelerate. 

The craft goes some¬ 


thing like this: Cut out a 
7.5-by-4-cm (3-by-l-l/2- 

inch) square of thin card¬ 


board (cereal boxes work 
well). Fold it in half. Cut an 
opening for the photo that 
measures 2.5-by-l-cm (1-by- 
1/2-inch) on one half side. 
Cover this with a heavy- 
weighted paper, such as 
card stock - something 
with a small, tight design. 
Fold the paper over the 
cardboard, making sure 
the edges are smooth; use 
hot glue to secure. At the 
photo opening, cut a small 
“x” and carefully peel back 
the paper, leaving a clean 
finish; glue edges down. 

Wrap 20-gauge wire 
around the spine of the 
frame and make a loop at 
the top for inserting rib¬ 


bon. Finally, glue the two 
sides of the frame together, 
leaving the bottom open 


for inserting a tiny image. 
Vellum can be inserted 
with the photo to protect 
it. 

Avila says the fit is tight 
enough that the image 
won't fall out. 

The pendant is perfect 
for holiday gift-giving, and 
it's easy enough for kids to 
make with a little parental 
guidance, she says. 

“You want something 
that can be customized,” 
says Avila. “I think that 
makes a gift more mean¬ 
ingful. That's the whole 
idea.” 

The techee sleeve 

Architects-turned- 


crafting entrepreneurs, 
Kim Mason and Christina 
Guerrero of Philadelphia 


teamed up last summer to 
create the Etsy online store 
Rogue Theory. They sell all 
kinds of colourful “sleeves” 
for protecting today's high- 
tech toys, from Kindles to 
iPods. 

It's a colourful twist on a 
simple idea: The sleeves in¬ 
corporate two pieces of cot¬ 
ton fabric, sewn right sides 
together, with a polyester 
interfacing that adds 
padding without bulk. The 
fabric then is folded and 
sewn up the sides to di¬ 
mensions that allow for a 
snug techie-toy fit. 

“The big thing is to keep 
it simple and sleek,” says 
Mason. “It's a lot like de¬ 



signing a building. We 
think if the design is on 
point, you can put any fab¬ 
ric on it and personalize it 
for any person.” 

Recycled 
Sweater Scarf 

Michele Beschen of Van 
Meter, Iowa, hosts “b. or¬ 
ganic” on public television. 
She recently contributed 
several ideas for handmade 
gifts to HGTV.com's “Hand¬ 
made Holidays,” which ties 
into the cable network's 
one-hour special “15 Fresh 
Handmade Gift Ideas,” 
which airs through Decem¬ 
ber. 

On the show and online, 
Beschen shares her infinity 
scarf, cut from a single 
sweater with minimal 
sewing. 

“You can still give a 
knitted item without 
knowing how to knit,” she 
says. 

Use the knitted fabric of 
one sweater, or combine 
the colours and textures of 
several sweaters into one 
scarf, suggests Beschen, 
who uses acrylic or acrylic- 
blend sweaters because 
they keep their shape and 
drape well. 

“Play with the colours, 
how the knits lay togeth¬ 
er,” she advises. 

Incorporate the

Money doesn’t 
guarantee wins 


O Some of the NHL’s top-spending 
teams are out of the playoff picture 


In the NHL’s salary-cap sys¬ 
tem, teams don’t always 
get what they pay for. 

Six of the league’s 
biggest spenders found 
themselves out of the play¬ 
off picture yesterday morn¬ 
ing, which is why this 
week’s news that the 
salary cap is expected to 
jump again doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily signal the NHL has 
become a league of 
“haves” and “have-nots.” 

New Jersey, Calgary, Ot¬ 
tawa, San Jose, Minnesota 
and Toronto are all in the 
top half of the league in 
spending, according to 
capgeek.com, and are 
among those currently 
chasing a playoff spot. 
Meanwhile, a number of 
other teams are thriving 
despite spending less than 
the $59.4-million US salary 
cap. 

“You don’t necessarily 
have to be there (to be 
competitive),” said Tampa 
Bay GM Steve Yzerman. 

When Yzerman was 
hired by Lightning owner 
Jeff Vinilc at the end of 
May, he was given a tight 
budget. The team is cur¬ 
rently cariying a roster 
that is more than $10 mil¬ 
lion below the salary cap, 
but finds itself inside the 
top eight in the Eastern 
Conference. 

There is no guarantee 
Yzerman will ever be given 
the green light to be as 
free-spending as his col¬ 
leagues. 

“In due time, if we can

be successful in our plans, 
we feel we’ll be able to 
compete and potentially 
our budget will change,” 
said Yzerman. “For the 
time being, I’m veiy com¬ 
fortable with the budget 
that we have. (I think) that 
we can compete. Obvious¬ 
ly, we’d all love to have the 
same resources as other 
teams but that’s not the re¬ 
ality. 

“It will never be that 
way no matter what sys¬ 
tem (we have).” 

No one is currently get¬ 
ting better bang for their 
buck than the Thrashers, 
who have the league’s low¬ 
est payroll, according to 
capgeek.com. Despite that, 
they sit alongside the 
Lightning with a matching 
15-10-3 record. 

Atlanta president Don 
Waddell, who relinquished 
the GM duties to Rick Dud¬ 
ley earlier this year, says 
he isn’t concerned that the 
NHL is projecting the 
salaiy cap to rise above $62 
million for the 2011-12 
season. If that happens, 
the salaiy floor would 
climb to more than $46 
million and teams like the 
Thrashers would have to 
increase their payroll to be 
compliant.
